LIMA, Peru—(/Pj—A scries of violcn 


earthquakes rocked Peru Friday caus- 
ing a heavy death toll and leaving 
tousands homeless. 
Crippled com- 


munications obscured tho full extent of 
the disaster but meager reports placed 
the death at 249 and the injured at 
more than 3,000. 


Seventy dead were counted in Lima 


alone and it was feared additional vic- 
tims were buried under debris of 
scores of wrecked buildings. 


Sallao, Lima's seaport six miles 


away, was thc hardest hit. The death 
toll there was put at 150, with 1,100 
injured. 


Almost every building in Callao col- 


lapsed or cracked and the population 
was camping in streets and plazas, 


The shocks started with a one- 


ninute terrier in the early afternoon. 
Tho population rushed panic-stricken 
nto the streets before nightfall,

uation in respect to the nation's vast 
rearmament program is indicted by 
evidence in possession of the anti- 
trust division of the Department of 
Justice.

memorandum was drown up by anti- 
trust division investigators.
